The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art cited in 
the previous Office actions as the ground for rejections does not teach or fairly suggest 
performing liquid chromatographic separation of prostaglandins under acidic conditions, 
following with adding a basic liquid using sheath flow before mass spectrometric analysis. 

Examiner's comment: by definition "tandem mass spectrometry" includes mass 
spectrometry which generates fragments beyond original involving more than one MS 
fragmentation in a sequence, i.e. MS/MS (MS 2 ), MS/MS/MS (MS 3 ), MS/MS/MS/MS (MS 4 ), etc.
